Business begins to assume something like the 
activity of 1856 and the early part of 1857. So 
large have been the offerings of produce paper 
to-day at some of our leading banks that they 
could not be met for lack of currency to pay 
the checks against them. Water street is again 
absorbing an immense amountof money; aud 
the lengthened phiz which a few months since 
peered out from under almost every hat brim 
in that noted thoroughfare is instinct with joy- 
ous care and hopeful excitement. 

As we anticipated, exchange went down this 
morning half per cent. Many of our bankers 
would have been glad to have kept it up till 
after Tuesday if no longer; but they could not 
resist the immense demand for currency to 
handle the rich boat loads and car loads of 
wheat which were pressing upon the market 
from every quarter. A fall of twenty-five per 
cent. in a single day is a large decline in the 
price of exchange. The “current rates” at 
bank were 11, but we heard of some parcels 
offered outside at 14. The fall will be spe- 
cially grateful to those who have large re- 
mittances to make to-morrow (Tucsday). We 
learn that they are to be heavy, though of 
course, this was to be expected as it is the close 
of third quarter of the year. 

The scarcity of currency and the pressure 
upon bankers of produce paper render discounts 
difficult. The produce dealers are just now 
using all the funds they can command, and a 
much larger supply_would find active employ- 
ment.
